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A TORNADO STRIKES 
By Jerry Eichorn, WB4WDK 
EC Highlands County 


On Wednesday, February 2, 1983 at about 9:30 a.m., a tornado 
touched down in the Tiajuana Mobile Home Village located south of 
Sebring, Florida. Immediately, Disaster Preparedness Director 
Bruce Savage called Jerry Eichhorn, WB4WDK, EC for Highlands 
County, to put ARES members on alert. Eleven stations checked 
into the emergency net on the Highlands County Amateur Radio 
Club repeater KF4EV in Lake Placid. As no emergency com- 
munications were needed other than weather bulletins, the net was 
closed with the end of the tornado warning at 3:00 p.m. 

Two days later, Lynn Raburn, KE4DA, EC for Hardee County, 
notified John Payne, N4FLJ of Sebring, that a disaster team from 
the American Red Cross was enroute from their Bradenton office. 
John then called Andy Chapman, KE4VK, also in Sebring, who 
began an ARES net on the KF4EV repeater and notified the EC 
WB4WDK. 

The four members of the Red Cross arrived Friday afternoon and 
set up a disaster relief headquarters at the Holiday Motel in 
Sebring. Later that evening, KE4VK, WB4WDK, and Mel Palmer, 
K8HSN, met with the team and Highlands County RC Chairperson 
Jo Smail to discuss communications needs. 

Frequencies in the 40 and 75 meter bands were used to relay 
official messages between Sebring and the Manatee County RC. 

Manatee County EC Bob Brown, WD4CRR and Jim, WB4ISZ of 
Sarasota kept an open channel with the Red Cross during the two 
day operation. 

On Saturday, March 5, RC Disaster Chairman Ron Self and his 
team made an extensive survey of the disaster site with K8BHSN 
operating the two meter equipment in the RC communications van. 
In all, there was about $450,000 in damages including 20 mobile 
homes destroyed. Six persons had been injured and one man lost 
his life to the tornado. 

Throughout Friday and Saturday, many stations were involved 
with ARES operations on 2, 40, and 75 meters. KE4VK coordinated 
the Highlands County amateurs involved in the Red Cross 
operation. Others who acted as NCS for the disaster net or passed 
messages on the HF bands were Irv Vosbrink, W4IHW, Art 
Roberts, WD4RDH, and Jerry Combs, W4BMT.

OPERATING CUSTOMS AND PROTOCOLS FOR TRAFFIC 
NETS 
By Phil O’Dwyer, WF4X, STM North Flroida 

With the demise of the QFN Bulletin we traffic handlers lost the 
fine ‘‘Hints and Kinks”’ furnished by WA4PFK and others. I en- 
joyed these friendly reminders, and as a Novice CW traffic handler 
learned a lot from them. I’m just barely out of the Novice stage on 
CW nets so welcome your inputs and comments, as we continue 
that tradition in this new column. 

Most of the points that we will cover will be based on ARRL 
publications — “‘Operating an Amateur Radio Station’’ (CD-4, 1- 
83), “Public Service Communications’ (CD-235), and ‘‘The Net 
Directory” (CD-50,882), which are available from ARRL HQ for an 
SASE (a 9x12 envelope and about $1.10). Our special thanks to 
George Hart, W1NJM for laying such a firm foundation. What we 
hope to do in this column is to highlight the procedures spelled out 
in the ARRL publications and maybe to point out some of the 
distinctive procedures you may encounter in the upper level (i.e., 
Regional and Area) nets. 

The “‘QNY Procedure’”’ is used by the net control station to 
dispatch stations to a different frequency to pass traffic. On CW 
nets, and usually on SSB nets, the NCS calls the receiving station 
FIRST and then the station holding the traffic (if more than one is 
to send traffic, he calls in the order that he wants them worked), 
and sends them to an adjacent frequency: the receiving station 
selects the specific frequency, and it may differ slightly from that 
designated by the NCS, and then he calls the transmitting stations 
in the order specified by the NCS. This is the standard QNY 
procedure. Next month we will cover the ‘‘Q’’ signals which the 
NCS may use to change the procedure, as well as those which the 
stations commonly use on SSB nets.

GUINNESS BOOK OF WORLD RECORDS 

Harry A. Turner, W9YZE, a retired U.S. Army Signal Corps 
operator of Alton, IL, who learned the railroad Morse code at age 
nine and began working for the railroad at the age of 14, is in the 
famous Guinness Book of World Records for sending 35 words per 
minute with a hand key. This record was set when he was in the 
U.S. Army Signal Corps in November 1942 which apparently still 
stands as supported by his certificate of achievement from the War 
Department. Besides telegraphing on the railroad and other ser- 
vices Harry was in the Naval Communications Reserve for 4 years. 
He received his ham ticket in 1936. To keep his ‘“‘fist’”’ in shape he 
practices both American Morse and Continental codes with the 
hand key every day. His club affiliations include the Morse 
Telegraph Club, Society of Wireless Pioneers, Quarter Century 
Wireless Association, Old Old Timers Club and many others in- 
volved in telegraphic communication. It is assumed that the record 
is in the ‘‘faster’’ code used on land wire as compared with the CW 
wireless code which has more ‘“‘slower’’ dashes. (VIA KA9DYS)

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INSURANCE CAN BEA 
FOUR LETTER WORD 
By Hank Mollnhauer, K4TTO * 

We are now approaching our warmer, rainier season with its 
accompanying lightning and windstorms. This is also a good time 
of the year to review property insurance coverages, and prevent 
any surprises should a claim occur. As one famous motel chain puts 
it — ‘‘The best surprise is no surprise!”’ 

HOMEOWNERS POLICY 

Most of us have a homeowners policy of some shape or form — 
whether you are buying a home or condominium, or renting an 
apartment. In this article we will discuss the coverages for a home 
protected by a homeowners policy form HO-3 (the most common). 

A homeowners policy is a package policy which combines 
coverages on your home, personal property, lawn shed, patio 
cover, etc.; and includes personal liability. The amount of 
coverage on your home determines the amount of coverage on 
personal property. If the home is insured for $80,000, then you 
would have $40,000 coverage for personal property for named 
perils. This is where the rub comes in. A package policy such as a 
homeowners policy contains many coverages to provide a broad 
spectrum of protection, but it cannot be all things to all people. 

Unless a homeowners HO-3 policy is specifically endorsed for 
replacement cost personal property, claims are settled on an ac- 
tual cash value basis. This means that depreciation of the item is 
included in the settlement. A $100. flat deductible is common. 

Homeowners policies provide limited protection for property 
away from your premises. You may not have enough coverage on 
your amateur radio equipment while it is for sale at a hamfest, in 
use at a remote field day location, or out of the continental limits of 
the United States. 

Equipment installed in automobiles for mobile use is covered by 
your homeowners, but a locked car endorsement for the theft is 
very likely included in your policy. This means there must be signs 
of forced entry for the policy to pay. 

Earlier, we stated that the HO-3 had named perils coverage. This 
means that the company is telling you what peril is covered, and if 
anything else happens, you have no coverage. One such named 
peril is — ‘Sudden and accidental damage from artificially 
generated electrical current. This peril does not include loss to a 
tube, transistor or similar electronic component.”’ Nuff’ said about 
that peril. 

Theft is a covered peril with several restrictive stipulations, and 
this portion of your homeowners policy should be read very 
carefully. If you do not understand the theft peril or any other 
coverage, it is highly recommended that you contact your in- 
surance agent immediately. 

This article should not be construed as, nor is it intended to be, a 
criticism of homeowners policies. The primary and singular intent 
is to alert fellow amateur radio operators of possible shortcomings 
in their policies on a specific coverage for specialized equipment 
with unusual exposures. 

ARRL INSURANCE 

The ARRL has recognized the need for this type of insurance 
program that would have broad coverage at a low premium, 
without the pain sometimes associated with insurance. 

The insurance plan is available to all members of ARRL, 
regardless of past claims history. A very brief application is all 
that is required, plus of course the premium amount. Coverage is 
ALL-RISK, and protects all of your amateur radio equipment, 
whether mobile or fixed. Home computers are now covered 
whether used in the station or not. Antennas, towers or rotors are 
not covered. 

The term ‘‘ALL-RISK’’ means simply that if the peril is not ex- 
cluded — it is covered. Earlier we stated that the HO-3 policy is 
“Named Perils’’, which means if the peril is not listed — it is NOT 
covered. 

Additional or replacement equipment under the ARRL plan is 
automatically covered with no premium charge during the policy 
term, as long as the added value does not exceed $1,000. At policy 
renewal the premium charge is adjusted for the additional 
coverage. If the additional amount exceeds $1,000, you should 
notify the ARRL Insurance Administrator immediately.

The plan’s deductible is $50 for all perils, except fire and light- 
ning, which is $25. This directly contrasts with the homeowner’s 
minimum $100 deductible. 

Because of the buying power of over 150,000 ARRL members, the 
cost of the plan is very low. The annual premium is $1.00 per $100. of 
replacement cost value, plus a $5.00 administrative fee. Minimum 
premium is $10.00. If you own $2,500 worth of equipment, the total 
annual premium is $15, plus the $5.00 administrative fee; or a 
grand total of $30. A comparable policy available through local 
inland marine markets would cost more than 5 times that amount.

The ARRL insurance plan is a high coverage, low deductible, low 
cost program that fills a large gap in coverage of amateur radio 
equipment. In this age of high crime and other modern day 
calamities, it is a great comfort to know that such a plan is 
available.

CONDITIONS OF ENTRY: Each entrant agrees to be bound by the provisions of this announce- 
ment, the regulations of the applicable licensing authority, and the decision of the FLOR- 
IDA SKIP Contest Committee, which are final. 


VALID CONTACTS: All amateur bands may be used. ALL stations will use separate logs for 
phone and CW. Phone and CW are separate contests. A station may be worked once on each 
band and each mode. Neither crossband nor crossmode contacts (phone to cw or vice versa) 
will count for contest credit. Florida stations may work other Florida stations, but for 
contest points only. Out-of-state stations may not work each other for coni:est credit. 
Contacts made on repeaters do not count for credit. 


ENTRY CLASSES: Florida stations will be divided into two classes. Class "A" stations 
are those operating portable (under FD rules) or mobile on emergency power and running 
200 watts or less (cw or PEP phone) inside Florida but outside of their home counties. 
Class "B" stations are all other single operator stations operating in Florida. 


EXCHANGE: Florida stations send signal report and county of operation. Out-of-state 
stations send signal report and U.S. State, Canadian province, or country. 


SUGGESTED FREQUENCIES: cw - 3555, 7055, 14055, 21055, 28055 
Phone - 3945, 7279, 14319, 21379, 28579, 50.2, 146.52 


SCORING: Florida stations count one point per QSO with out-of state or other Florida 
stations. Multiplier is the sum of states (49 maximum), provinces (12 maximum), DX 
countries (27 maximum) actually worked; maximum multiplier is 88. Out-of- state. 
count two points per QSO with each Florida station. Multiplier is the number of 
different Florida counties worked (67 maximum). Score is the product of QSO points 
and multiplier. Florida Class "A" stations ONLY multiply score by 1.5 (one and one- 
half) to obtain total. 


AWARDS: Certificates, phone and cw, to the top single-operator score in each state, 
province, and DX country, and each Florida county. There will be FIVE PLAQUES awarded 
to: High Single Operator Florida CW, high single out-of-state CW, high single operator 
Florida phone, high single operator out-of-state phone and to the Florida club with 

the highest aggregate score. a minimum of 5 contacts must be submitted to be awarded 

a certificate. 

DISQUALIFICATIONS: At the discretion of the contest committee, stations and/or operators 
may be disqualified for improper reporting, excessive dupes, errors in multiplier lists, 
unreadable logs, obvious cheating, etc. Anyone disqualified in this year's Florida QSO 
Party will be barred from the contest next year. 


REPORTING: PHONE and CW entries are to be SEPARATED. Along with legible logs in chronolo 
gical order, a summary sheet is required with each entry. 200 QSO's or more supply dupe 
sheet. The summary sheet must contain claimed score, number of QSO's, multiplier, stat- 
ions call sign, entry class and number of Florida counties, power source for Class "A" 
entries; county; state; province; country; call signs of all operators/loggers if mult- 
op; name of club if part of a club aggregate score; name and address typed or printed in 
block letters; and a signed declaration that all rules and regulations have been observed. 
Include 5- A.S.E. for contest results from a future issue of FLORIDA SKIP.

GOVERNOR 
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OSCAR 8 

OSCAR 8 may be developing battery problems. According to 
veteran satellite telemetry logger Frank Wiesenmeyer, K9CIS, one 
cell in the AO-8’s battery appears to go to zero charge after 12 hours 
of dual Mode A and Mode J operation. Frank has been plotting 
graphs of telemetry on Channels 3 (battery voltage), 1 (solar array 
current) and 6 (Mode J. relative power) and finds some disturbing 
patterns when they are compared to similar plots made last fall. 
According to K9CIS, it appears that the cell that goes to zero 
remains that way for the remaining 12 hours of a given 24 hour 
period. 

To handle the problem, Operations Manager Bernard 
Glassmeyer, W9KDR, has announced a revised operating schedule 
for the bird. It now calls for the satellite to function in Mode A on 
Sundays, Mondays and Tuesdays. The Mode J transponder will 
operate Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays. Wednesdays will be 
reserved for recharging, and to conserve power, even the beacon 
transmitter will be shut down during the recharge cycle. (All days 
listed above are UTC.) According to Glassmeyer, the aim is to 
strike a balance between the two operating modes, but with the 
welfare of the OSCAR-8 spacecraft as the prime concern. The new 
schedule is effective now. Tnx AMSAT.

ARMY MARS 
THE REAL DIRT (OR SAND) ON 
LIGHTNING DAMAGE. 
By Dick AAR4PP 

While engaged in doctoral research at the University of Florida, 
Mr. Maneck Master (now with Ma Bell’s labs) worked out a theory 
to explain why your surge arrestor doesn’t protect your Ham gear 
and computer equipment the way it should. 

Your problem is, you live in Florida. 

You know how lightning can introduce transient currents in a 
wire without having to hit it directly. You also know that lightning 
hits Florida real estate with a nasty frequency, especially during 
the stormy season. Well, Dr. Master says that the composition of 
Florida soil — loose and sandy — is the culprit that previous 
theories didn’t catch. He explains: When lighting hits well-packed, 
damp soil, it generates a magnetic field which is mostly vertically 
oriented. But when it hits loose, dry, sandy, Florida soil, the 
electrical field tilts, so as to have a larger horizontal component. 

The slightest increase in that horizontal component increases the 
chance that the charge will be picked up by long horizontal wires, 
like telephone lines, above-ground power lines, cable-TV lines, and 
the like. 

So what’s the solution? You have a couple of choices: (1) Move 
out of our sandbar-state, or (2) Disconnect all valuable electronic 
equipment completely when things get stormy. Like they say, you 
never heard of a rig getting toasted while it was sitting in its box in 
the dealer’s warehouse!

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QRP MEANS “QUALITY REPLACES POWER”’ 
Written Especially for Florida Skip by 
Francis J. Merceret, WB4BBH 

A growing number of amateurs are forsaking the land of the 
linear to join the QRP crowd in the territory below five watts 
output. Peanut power classes exist in both ARRL and CQ DX 
contests, and various organizations offer WAS, DXCC and other 
special awards for QRP achievements. 

Equipment can be simple and inexpensive or as elaborate as one 
can imagine. The author uses a Yaesu FT-7 QRP transceiver 
feeding a four foot tall, top loaded vertical at his office to keep in 
touch with the Caribbean during the hurricane season. At home, a 
five element tribander at thirty feet brings 20 dB over S9 reports 
from Australia with three watts output from a Ten-Tec Omni at 
reduced drive. Both CW and SSB have provided hundreds of 
delightful QSOs on all bands 80 through 10 meters. 

There is a special feeling of achievement that accompanies low 
power operation. When you break a pile-up with your kilowatt, it is 
only to be expected; when you break one with five watts it feels 
GREAT! It’s especially nice to work a rare one, and after telling 
him how much power you’re running to have some stateside KW 
make an obscene comment because he hasn’t been able to work 
’em. To be sure, you will have to work harder, longer, and smarter 
to make DXCC or WAS with a 23 dB disadvantage in power — but 
the challenge is matched by the satisfaction gained in meeting it. 

A special flexibility of QRP equipment is its portability. An FT-7, 
HW-8, or an Argonaut can be operated for hours from a Gel-Cell or 
indefinitely from a small solar panel. With a roll of wire and small 
antenna tuner, you can put a complete HF station into a large 
briefcase. Operation for motels carries minimal risk of a TVI 
problem at these power levels, and the kit will fit under an airline 
seat. Mobile HF QRP is as easy as two meter mobile too. In 
recognition of this, a Field Day category for solar powered stations 
has been created for the summer classic. All things considered, 
QRP is growing in popularity because it provides a lot of pleasure

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ANOTHER “FIRST” INAMATEUR RADIO 

Ham Radio made the ‘‘World’s Largest Telephone Call’’ the 
evening of March 3rd, connecting ARRL President Victor C. Clark, 
W4KFC, with an estimated 60,000 plus Amateurs throughout the 
U.S. and Canada. Clark was featured on this, the latest Honeywell 
A.R.C. Teleconference Net, speaking on ‘‘The Future of Amateur 
Radio.’’ Sixty-six repeaters in 39 states and Canada were linked 
together through a pair of Teleconference bridges whose use was 
donated by Republic Airlines of Minneapolis and The Darome 
Connection, Inc. of Chicago. As many as 2 dozen H.F. stations were 
believed to be relaying the net on 15-75 meters. 

The only surprise in Vic Clark’s presentation was his moderate 
stand on the ‘‘No Code’”’ issue. His position seemd at variance with 
the ‘‘hard line’’ posture taken by the League in its March QST 
Magazine editorial, penned jointly by President Clark and General 
Manager Dave Sumner, which strongly opposed issuance of the 
license. There was little else in the way of new or previously 
unannounced information, though the presentation, as well as the 
questions posed by listeners, ran the full gamut. Discussed were: 
cable T.V. RFI, Amateur phone band expansion, pay-T.V. piracy, 
all-volunteer testing plan, the DXCC program and the problem of 
malicious interference. 

In all cases, Clark’s answers seems to follow established ARRL 
policy, and he appeared to be very much at ease during the two 
hours of net operation. Excellent decorum prevailed, thanks to the 
works of Rich Whiting, WOTN, who was Net Control, and Lou 
Appel, KOIUQ, who was Supervising Tele-conference Engineer. 
The next Honeywell A.R.C. Teleconference Net will feature Joe 
Reisert, W1JR, on June 2nd. (Story by WA6ITF and W9JUV.)

FCC CODE CREDIT Miami. FL 33157 

In its October 21 meeting, FCC adopted an order allowing Morse 
code examination credit to anyone holding, currently or in the past 
five years, a valid U.S. commercial radiotelegraph license. FCC 
ordered the adoption of rules defining a beacon station and per- 
mitting automatic operation of these stations. See February 1982 


QST for details. FCC adopted an NPRM asking whether most 


logging requirements should be dropped. 

FCC also adopted an NPRM to revise procedures for ad- 
ministering the Novice class exam so that only one form would be 
required to issue the license. No comment deadline has been set but 
it is expected that FCC will allow 90 days from the date of issuance 
for interested parties to file comments in each NPRM. FCC also 
dismissed three petitions pertaining to CB radio. Additional in- 
formation on these maters will appear in December and January 
QST and in the October 29 ISSUE OF The ARRL Letter AR. 

Rac (ARRL 08 94) 
NO-CODE LICENSE 

The March issue of QST includes a complete rundown of the text 
of the FCC Notice of Proposed Rulemaking; i.e. the No-Code 
License. It appears that the FCC has already taken a stand 
favoring the concept. What remains to be determined is one of the 
following two alternatives: 1. The modification of the current Tech 
Class requirements ; 2. The Experiemental Class License similar to 
the Canadian Digital Amateur Class.
